Dear Mr. Dulles: 

For the past several weeks, Stanford Research Institute has been 
assisting the commanders of the western U.S. military forces in 
preparing the program for an unclassified seminar on national 
strategy. The enclosed announcement outlines the preliminary 
program together with the background purposes of the seminar. 

You will note that the background includes a reference to the 
seminar held at the National War College in July 1959 at which 
you were a speaker.

Kintner of the Foreign Policy Research Institute of the University 
of Pennsylvania; Walter Rostow of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology; and others who are professionally competent in the 
various fields that contribute to the formulation of national 
strategy. General Alfred M. Gruenther, USA (Ret.), has agreed 
to give the keynote address on April 25.

BACKGROUND 

In 1959 the National War College conducted 
a National Strategy Seminar for Reserve Offi- 
cers. The seminar, authorized by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, was sponsored by the Institute 
for American Strategy and the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States. The course 
was prepared by the Foreign Policy Research 
Institute, University of Pennsylvania. 

This year, because of the interest aroused by 
the 1959 seminar, Commanding General, Sixth 
U.S. Army, in cooperation with the Command- 
er of the Western Sea Frontier and the Com- 
manding General, Fourth U.S. Air Force, is 
sponsoring a National Strategy Seminar to be 
held from April 24 to 30. 

Stanford Research Institute, in cooperation 
with other professional organizations, is pre- 
paring the course material.
